Employers 
Warned Of 
Labor Laws 


Alabama employers are 
urged by the State Depart- 
ment of Industrial Rela- 
tions to insure that all 
young people they hire this 
summer are working in 
accordance with Child La- 
bor Law regulations, 

Industrial relations dir- 
ector Robert C, Kendall, 
Jr,, points out that all em- 
ployees under 18 years of 
age must have work per- 
mits when they are put on 
the job, These permits 
can be obtained from all 
city and county boards of 
education and from~some 
school issuing officers 
during the summer months, 

‘Employers _ should 
make every effort to give 
young people safe and le- 
gal employment,’’ Kendall 
said, “and by observing 
the Alabama Child Labor 
Laws, employers will not 
only be doing themselves 
and the young workers a 
great service, they will 
also be complying with the 
law.”’ 

The State Child Labor 
Agency reminds all emplo- 
yers of the necessity for 
safe working conditionsfor 
all employees, and es- 
pecially for new and inex- 
perienced workers, The 
failure toprovide safe wor- 
king conditions or to re- 
quire workers to use safe 
work practices could re- 
sult in serious lost-time 
injuries and possible em- 
ployer liability for such 
injuries, 

In case of young people 
who are employed without 
Child Labor Law permits, 
the liability for injuries 
in workmen’s compensa= 
tion causes could be double 
the normal benefit amount, 

“Alabama employers 
are providing suitable and 
rewarding vacation and 
part-time employment for 
young people, " Kendall no- 
ted, “but we can’t stress 
the point enough to both 
the employer and the young 
worker that safety on the 
job is most important,’’
